Year-Round Fire Prevention 


Fire prevention week has come and gone, but fire hazards are still ex- 


] 1 é sacl fant. If, however, the lessons learned during the recent fire prevention 

I d f J i J € G Week's campaign are taken to heart and borne in mind, the risks of loss of 

2% Of life and property from this source should be minimized, in any event for 

Individually a short time until memory withers. 

In a country like Western Canada, however, fire prevention week should 

£822 be every week the year round, so far as the individual is concerned, and 

certainly from October 1, when hard stoking commences, until about April 
7 when furnaces and stoves are extinguished for a short summer season. 

As indicated at the outset memory soon lapses, and while impressions 
of the importance of care and precaution in the handling of fire may be 
vivid during the course of a public campaign, such as accompanies an 
event like fire prevention week, they soon fade. Such campaigns sefve a 
useful purpose temporarily, but whether they are effective permanently de- 
pends upon the receptiveness and retentiveness of the individual mind. 

Moreover, with fire, as with everything else, familiarity breeds .con- 
tempt. The continuous use of fire in the home or store, day in and.day 
out for 24 hours of the day is apt to result in relaxation of precautionary 
measures against potential contingencies, This, coupled with increasing im- 
pairment and declining efficiency of equipment as the long winter months 
drag towards a close, combines to enhance the hazards of loss from eon- 
flagration. 

These observations are inspired by the facts which statistics of Do- 
minion and provincial authorities and fire insurance companies and news- 
paper stories record. 

Despite the annual campaign which is carried on with much yigor and 
great publicity by these combined forces in an effort to instil precaution in 
the public mind, the fire demon continues to take a terrible toll of life and 
property in this Dominion. y 

When it is reported that on the average, every, day in the year one life 
is sacrificed and more than one person injured by fire and $110,000 worth 
of property goes up in smoke in Canada, the phrase “terrible toll’ assumes 
definite significance and gives graphic portrayal to the adage which says 
that “fire is a good servant but a bad master.” « 

A daily loss of property of $110,000 is equivalent to approximately 
$40,000,000 a year. The enormity of this sacrifice to the fire god can be 
better appreciated when it is pointed out that the figure is a close parallel 
to the Dominion government’s contribution under relief legislation in each 
of the years 1931 and 1934, the two years in which federal expenditures for 
this purpose reached a peak since the depression started. In 1931 the fed- 
eral government's relief bill amountd to $42,716,715 and in 1934 it was $36,- 
930,144, according to the ‘Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 

In other words, the people of Canada, on the one hand, are destroying 
annually $40,000,000 of property as a result of their carelessness in handling 
fire and on the other hand, are, in heaviest unemployment years, paying 
‘out approximately the same amount for relief of unemployment, through 
fede taxation channels. ; 

Much concern has been shown and is being shown over the large sums 
which the federal government has had to pay out in its efforts to grapple 
with the loss occasioned by unemployment and industrial and agricultural 
depression. Figures of expenditures for this purpose and articles dealing 
with various phases of the cost of unemployment and depression have been 
published almost daily during the past few years, yet but little is heard of 
the equally heavy loss occasioned by fire, except once a year when the 
annual fire prevention campaign is in progress. 

And yet this heavy fire loss is more easy to cope with than the unem- 
ployment and-relief problem;, All that is required is the exercise of the 
same care the year round as that which people display in the handling of 
fire during fire prevention week when the subject is fresh in their minds. 

It is not necessary to recapitulate here and now the lessons which have 
been taught during fire prevention week, the precautions which must be 
taken to ensure that loved ones will not be burned to death or maimed for 
life and to prevent the destruction.of homes, barns or other buildings and 
furniture. If only people will train themselves to remembersand practice 
thesé precautions and to maintain vigilance the year round, this tremendous

Son Of Famous Explorer May Never 
Walk Again 

John Carveth Wells, son of the 
famous explorer and who walked 
around the world in two years, may 
never walk again. At 25 he lies 
paralyzed in St. Pancras Hospital in 
London. After a gay and colorful 
life John Wells started a motion pic- 
ture publication in London. He 
planned it, collected the news and 
the advertisements, and printed it 
himself, For months he worked from 
9 am. to 4 pm, One day he col- 
lapsed in his office.

‘Conscription To alse Fighting 
Force To 800,000 Men 

A widespread increase was ordered 
in the German military establishment 
as Nazi officials began conscription 
to raise their fighting forces to 800,- 
000 men under the new two-year 
compulsory service rule. 

Hitler, taking a leaf from the 
Kaiser Wilhelm system, decreed the 
two-year service Aug. 24 to become 
effective Oct. 1. The training period 
previously was one year. 

The recruits are 21 and 22 years 
of age—Germany’s war babies— 
parts of the classes of 1914 and 1915. 

They will be distributed among the 
land, air and sea forces and repre- 
sent an increase of from one-fourth 
to one-third in the nation’s armed 
strength.

Another Life For Science 


French Noblewoman Continued X- 
Ray Studies To Aid Sick 

“To the list of those who have 

given their life for science is now 

added the name of the clever and 

charming Duchess de Broncas. 

The career of this “Florence 
Nightingale of France’ is one of the 
most amazing examples of a woman’s 
heroism in medicine. 

Beginning at an early age in one 
of the leading X-ray centres in Paris, 
she rapidly gained a reputation as a 
brilliant radiologist. 

After her marriage to the Duc de 
Broncas she insisted on continuing 
the work of bringing relief to hun- 
dreds of patients. Nearly two years 
ago she was taken ill. The rays had 
burnt into her skin and affected the 
tissues. 

Her fellow-radiologists begged her 
to give up the work; and to go into 
hospital for treatment. “I would 
rather go on,’’ she said, in a letter. 

“We must all die sooner or later. 
I am a trained radiologist, and to 
give up my work would be to de- 
prive a large number of people of 
vital aid.” 

Thé duchess invented a _ special 
type of electrically heated needle, 
regarded as a very important ad- 
vance in X-ray treatment, and helped 
to perfect other X-ray instruments. 

The effect of the rays on her 
health gradually increased. She lost 
one of the fingers on her right hand 
and her hand had to be amputated. 

Then her arm was poisoned and 
was also amputated. Still she kept 
on at her post.

“SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON Er 


OCTOBER 18 


THE SPOKEN AND THE WRIT- 
TEN WORD 


Golden text: The word of God is 
living and sharper than any two- 
edged sword. Hebrews 4:12. 


Explanations And Comments 


Successful Evangelism at Thes- 
salonica,- Acts 17:1-4. Although at 
Philippi we. had suffered greatly, and 
had been insulted, yet on we came to 
your city and boldly declared to you 
the gospel of God in spite of great 
opposition—in some such words Paul 
later wrote to the Thessalonians (1 
Thess. 2:2). On the way Paul and 
his companions passed through the 
cities of Amphipolis and Apollonia. 
At Thessalonica they tarried several 
months, as we know from Paul's 
letters, but Luke ,our historian, gives 
an account of Paul’s preaching for 
only three successive sabbaths. There 
was a synagogue here and in it on 
these Sabbaths Paul “reasoned from 
the Scriptures,” that is, cited scrip- 
ture passages which were prophetic 
of the Christ; and then showed that 
Jesus fulfilled these prophecies, that 
it behooved the Christ to suffer and 
to rise again from the dead. Thus 
he reasoned, or argued, that the 
Jesus whom he proclaimed to them 
is the Christ. 

The result, of Paul’s preaching was 
that some of the Jews, many of the 
devout Greeks (Greeks who attended 
the synagogue and worshipped God), 
and many of the chief women, were 
convinced of the truth of his mes- 
sage and ‘‘consorted with Paul and 
Silas,” cast their lot in with them 
and shared their way of life. They 
were afterwards zealous in extend- 
ing the good news Paul brought to 
them, for in his letter Paul says, 
“From you hath sounded forth the 
word of the Lord, not only in Mace- 
donia and Achaia (Greece), but in 
every place your faith to Godward is 
gone forth.” 

On to Berea, Acts 17:10-12. Paul 
and Silas left Thessalonica at night.

DEFENCE POLICY 
FOR CANADA IS 
A LIVE QUESTION 


Victoria.—In a statement declar- 
ing Canada has become “defence con- 
scious’ in recent months, Hon. Ian 
Mackenzie, minister of national de- 
fence, said primary considérations 
are a development program for Cana- 
dian defence and the extent to which 
taxpayers are able to mieet new bur- 
dens and new taxes. 

Nature and extent of a program 
necessary for Canadian defence, he 
ssid, were questions for the goverh- 
ment, “upon the advice of its ex- 
perts.” The question of new tax 
burdens is “essentially a question for 
the parliament and the péople of 
Canada,” 

Mr. Mackenzie said the defence 
policy by which he had been govern- 
ed since taking office and by which 
he intended to be governed was based 
upon: 

“The general interest of Canada. 

“The security and welfare of our 
Canadian people and Canadian homes. 

‘Due regard for any obligations 
that may he ours. 

‘In other words, our defence pol- 
icy for Cunada is mot a dictated 
policy. ILix a policsWor the defence 
of Canada in peace, or in the eventu- 
ality of war.” ; 4 

After reviewing the principles laid 
down at the imperial conference of 
1923, he said, “The following are, 
therefore, our responsibilities: 

(a) Maintenance of international 
security. 

“(b) Preservation of strict neu- 
trality, law and order, within our 
territorial waters in time of. peace. 

“(c) Protection of our coasts and 
sea-borne trade in time of war.” 

The present government of Can- 
ada, he said, “is now and has been 
since assuming office acutely con- 
scious of its primary responsibility 
for local defence.” 

Mr. Mackenzie said the question 
of national defence was now receiv- 
ing wide attention through the coun- 
try. “In recent months Canada has 
become defence conscious. That is 
all to the good; as the minister 
charged with responsibility in this 
mattér, I welcome discussion. 

‘It was my intention. to refrain 
from further. comment on the mat- 
ter until in the natural, course! of 
events I present the government’s 
policy to parliament.’ However, in 
the current discussion, I have ob- 
served a great deql of misinforma-

Montreal. — A monument to the 
late General Sir Arthur Currie, com- 
manding officer of the Canadian 
corps in the Great War from 1917 
to 1919, is to be unveiled in Mount 
Royal cemetery here Armistice Day, 
November 11. Construction of the 
granite memorial is being directed 
by a committee of former members 
of the Canadian corps. 

In the foundation of the monument 
which will embody the ‘Cross of 
Sacrifice,” earth from Vimy Ridge, 
the Somme and the Ypres salient is 
to be deposited. The stone erection 
will bear the following inscription: 

“Erected ‘by former members of 
the Canadian corps in memory of 
General Sir Arthur Currie, G.C.M.G., 
K.C.B., V.D., LL.D., B.C.L., general 
officer commanding Canadian cdérps 
in the field, 1917-1919. Principal and 
vice-chancellor, McGill’. University, 
1920-1933.

FIRST LORD OF THE ADMIRALTY 


Moscow. — The Soviet Union, in 
a communication, declared it would 
seek again a free hand in Spain un- 
less Portugal, Italy and Germany im- 
mediately halt military assistance to 
the Spanish insurgents. * 

The note was delivered by Moise- 
yevich Kagan, Russian -representa- 
tive on the non-intervention commit- 
tee, to representatives of the signa- 
tory countries in London. 

“If violations are not stopped im- 
mediately, the Soviet government 
will free itself from any obligations 
to the agreement,” the communica- 
tion said. 

Kagan specially charged Germany, 
Italy and Portugal with sending 
arms and war planes to the insurg- 
ents in direct violation of the inter- 
national neutrality pact which they 
signed. 

“The Soviet government,” the note 
declared, ‘cannot consent to conver- 
sion of the non-interference pact into 
a screen for concealing military as- 
sistance rendered the rebels against 
the government by some participants 
of the pact. 

“The rebels now possess many 
bombing planes of German and Ital- 
ian origin which did not belong pre- 
viously to the Spanish army,” it was 
charged, “and the testimony of wit- 
nesses proves that supplies of arms 
from Portugal continue.” 

Berlin.—Ruasia’s charge that as- 
sistance had been given Spanish 
Fascists by Germany, Italy and 
Portugal was not mentioned in the 
German press. 

Instead, the papers printed, under 
a Paris dateline, a story reporting. 
the arrival at Alicante, Spain, of 
the Soviet steamship Neva, which 
was said to have unloaded a cargo 
under cover of darkness. 

The despatch said the shipment 
was declared by the vessel’s officers 
to be 1,360 cases of dry fish, which 
proved to be rifles; 4,000 boxes in 
which there was said to be corned 
beef, but which actually contained 
cartridges, and 1,200 bales of sup- 
posed hides, which proved to be cloth
